of Jther important national agencies. To this end a con- 
tinuing American forest week committee has been organ- 
ized and is composed of many of the foremost organiza- 
tions in the United States. It has been suggested that 
national garden week, which is April 27 to May 3. If you 
decide upon this, Sunday would close the program instead 
of opening it. This will change our plans and we will 
choose a uniform date for a national garden week—April 
27 to May 3."

Replanting Burned 


Areas Is Possible 


The problem of the reforestation 


of Southern California "Mountains, 
many of vhich have been flame- 
swept at intervals through a' long 
series of years, is at last giving 
promise -of a solution—a solution 
which, may take a long .period of 
time and. substantial outlay to reach, 
but-which, is declared to be worth 
the effort a hundred times over. 


This was the opinion expressed 


recently, by County Fire Warden 
Stuart J. Flintham, whose depart- 
ment has been intensively experi- 
menting with reforestation in the 
neighboring mountains, where three 
camps under his supervision are en- 
gaged in seeding and planting at the 
present time. What has already been 
accomplished, it is said, gives abun< 
dant encouragement. .for ' continued 
unremitting effort. 
; . 


"Experts have said that refores- 


tation. of the hills and mountain 
ranges of the Southland is impossv 
ble, because of the dry climate, but 
look at this," said Mr. Flintham, 
showing the picture of a mountain 
slope well covered with half grown 
pine-trees. 


"This was absolutely bare before 


•we planted," he went on, "and look 
at it now. Does it look as if refor- 
estation was entirely impossible f" 


Between 2000 and 3000 acres have 


been successfully rehabilitated and 
now show good growths 
of 
pine 


trees. Mr. Flintham does not claim 
that all the burned-over areas can 
be planted with hope of success. The 
ridges, 
uplands and 
othor 
spots 


where erosion has been least and the 
soil is consequently best have been 
selected for the experiments. 


With lasting protection from fire, 


which it is hoped the new firebreak 
system will give many areas, even 
deeply eroded slopes could be sup- 
plied with forest growth, the warden 
thinks.

Rangers Discuss Fire 
Hazard in Mountains 


n By Forest Banger A. T. Shay 


At a meeting in.session last week 


at Camp Baldy/;' presided over by 
Forest Supervisor Geo.J3, Cecil and 
attendod by Assistant Supervisors F. 
J. Jeken and L. H. Anderson and all 
the rangers located on districts in 
Los Angeles county, many questions 
of fire protection and prevention 
were taken up as well as plans for 
the prevention of stream pollution 
and camp ground sanitation. 


Recreation is becoming more pop- 


ular year by year in the mountains 
of Southern California and if the 
beautiful camping place's and the 
valuable watersheds are to be saved 
it is realized more drastic enforce- 
ment regarding fire prevention .and 
camp ground sanitation. 


It is realized that a few changes 


in fire -organization plans are neces- 
sary and it is believed this can be 
brought about to make less likely a 
recurrence of the disastrous confla- 
grations which occurred during 1924 
which denuded thousands of acres of 
watershed cover, as well as thousands 
of feet of valuable 'timber-in both | 
the San Bernardino and San Gabriel 
mountains. 
| 


Statistics show that 85 per cent of 


all the fires on the Angeles national 
forest were man caused; of this 85 
per cent only 15 per cent were attri- 
buted-to industrial use, the balance 
constituting 72 per cent of the total 
were caused by forest visitors, prob- 
ably 99 per cent of which were vaca- 
tionists. - The most costly fire ever 
experienced in the Angeles forest 
was in the San Gabriel canyon in 
1924, which cost in excess of $200,- 
000 for suppression alone, not con^ 
sidering the damage to the water- 
sheds, orange groves, roads, railroads 
and bridges above and around Azusa, 
Monrovia and Duarte. 


In the many canyons along the 


front of the Angeles forest there are 
thousands of summer homes and all 
permittees will be requested to clean 
their lot of all inflammable material. 
They will be notified in -writing of 
the date on which this work must 
be done and any of those failing to 
comply will be prohibited- from the 
use of their cabins until it has been 
done to the satisfaction of the forest 
ranger.

and there will be several canyons 
where camping will be prohibited 
except in places set aside for that
